THE LINE OF THE PROCESSION 
was a* fo llo w» : Fifth av enue to Wav erly 
place to Bro adway and do wn Bro adway to 
tbe city hall. 
The cro wds alo ng Fifth av ­ 
enue increased at ev ery blo ck, and when 
tbe head o f tbe pro cessio n reached Madiso n 
square, tbe sidewalk* were packed, while all 
tue sto o p* and windo w» in the v icinity were 
cro wded with spectato r» , 
A.» the funeral co rteg e mo v ed do wn Fifth 
avenue the scene was an unusually impres­ 
siv e o ne. 
The bells o f the brick church at 
Twenty -ninth street, and o ther churches, 
could be heard 
to lling . 
The 
military 
marched wilh rev ersed arm» , while the 
bands o f tbe different reg iments play ed 
so lemn dirg es. 
The cro wds co ntinued 
to in­ 
crease as the pro cessio n mo v ed to ward the 
city hall, and in the neig hbo rho o d o f Ho us­ 
to n street the sidewalks became impassable, 
and when the head o f tbe pro cessio n reached 
tbe city hail fully 10,000 perso ns were 
present. 
AT THE CITY HALL. 
The funeral coach was convey ed In front 
of the city hall a t twelve minutes past 7 
o'clock. 
Members of tbe Grant post carried 
the cas-ket up the step* of the hall and placed 
it on tho catafalque in the lobby . 
May or 
Grace, Gen. Hancock, Rev. Dr. Newman 
and Dr. Douglas, and a num ber of m ilitary 
officers were at the head of the steps to re­ 
ceive the body . 
At 7:2J tbe iron gates leading into the ves­ 
tibule of the hall w ere closed,and ten minute» 
later the m ilitary were dismissed and left 
for their respective quarter*. 
The casket, 
after, resting a few minutes on the cata­ 
falque, was taken into a roar room of the 
building, where tho undertaker au 1 his 
assistants were engaged for sometime in 
try ing to improve the appearance of the 
dead general’s face. 
The casket was then 
re turned* to the vostibule and placed upon 
the catafalque again, and in a few minute* 
a thrcng of privileged persons assemble i 
aud gazod upon the features of the dead 
hero. 
The general impression seemed t > 
prevail th at tho embalming process had not 
teen a success. 
The heavy draperies in tbe 
vestibulo gave the place a weird and itxi- 
pros-ive appearance 
notwithstanding the 
light from four eloctric lights of 
candle power. 
THE PEOPLE ADMITTED. 
At first it was decided not to adm it the 
public to review the ramains 
hut at 9 :Id 
twu of the iron gates wore thrown ojien 
util 
the immense throng that had remained in 
front of the Luildiug, began to pour in a* 
fast as the police would allow them. 
A steady stream of jiersons of all clu8 *o» 
in double file, parsed the remains of the 
general from the time the gates leading to 
the vestibule were thrown open until 11 
o’clock at tbe rate of 100 a minute. 
At 
th at hour tho crowd lessoned somewhat, 
and nearly all the reserves of the police 
were sent to their respective precincts. The 
guard of honor was composed of members 
of Grant post and officers and members of 
the Twentj'-second regiment. 
At a conference held in tho m ay or’s office 
it was decide! to clo*e the gates leading to 
the vestibule of tho city hall every morning 
at 1 o’clock, aud open thorn again at 5. 
$ THE THRONGS UF PEOPLE. 
From almost day light 
Wednesday the 
city began 
to fill up with stranger» who 
had come to witne-s the funeral procession. 
As the morning hours passed they were no 
ticeable on the leading thoroughfares in in­ 
creasing numbers. 
Tho special trains from 
the suburban districts were crowded. 
Old 
men, 
women 
and 
children and numerous 
family part.es from all cla.ssea of society , 
and ail dressed in their bu» t, 
were moving 
quietly along the street*. 
By noon there was a general movement uj 
town with the Grand Central depot a* 
the 
objective point, and advantageous 
position- 
along the line of funeral march were 
early 
secured and persistently held. 
By 3 o’clock 
th© streets in the vicinity of the depot begai 
to be filled and persons who had secure! 
window-, all along tho route of 
the proces­ 
sion began to arrive at their places to make 
sure of their positions, Early in tuo day ttu 
heavy and elaborate draperies oa the build­ 
ings along the ro uts h s i been completely 're- 
arranged so that all the effects of the storm 
bad disappeared. 
In many iostaoce* tU 
decorations were largely added to, render 
ing the *-ffee> mure somber and inipressivt 
than before.

lars, some explanation is necessary. 
Last winter was organized the T'linois 
Teachers’ Reading Circle. 
At present its affairs are managed by a 
board of six members, E. A. Gastmau , 
of Decatur, being president. 
All com- 
munications for the State Board should 
be addressed to him. 
The State Board appointed a County 
Board in each county. 
iM iss Lessie Thomas, of Paw Paw, is 
Secretary of the County Board of Lee, 
and a ll c o m m u n i c a t i o n s intended for t h e 
Count}* Board should be addressed 
to 


her. 
An elementary and an adv anced course 
of study has been dev ased. 
The elementary course cov ers 
two 
years and the adv anced course cov ers 
three years work. 
Examinations are held once a year and 
Students who take the work and pass in 
either course will receiv e a diploma. 
Mr. Sanford spoke of the large organ­ 
ization effected in Ogle County, and of 
the method there presented. ^ One study 
at a time was taken and finished. 
The 
first one taken up by them was pedagogy. 


H e reports v ery fav orably of their w ork 
and plan. 
The chief topic of Mr. Sanfords address 
was the sciences in the public schools. 
He said that

y 
science might be either 


a means of education or a branch of ed­ 
ucation, and that there is much difference 
between the two. 
It is a means of education when it is 
used to discipline the mind. 
It is a branch of education when its 
< v v n facts are gathered for their intrinsic 
v alue. 
It was urged that the facts of na­ 
ture be used by teachers as a means of 
education ev en or we should say. espec­ 
ially in the first classes. 
“ There is but one science,” said the 
speaker. 
And he pointed out further 
hat we came at great loss when we tried 
to separate the facts of life 
and 
na- 
t ire into too exact and minute groups. 
His thought was that the children should 
hi taught to observ e the general truth 
for themselv es, a n d classification would 


n u t be the worse for being discov ered 
rather than built on. 
The natural order in which we acquire 
knowledge was pointed out and dwelt 
upon 
Thiags, ideas, words, observ ing, 
reflecting, telling.

The 
practical results of the work in ev ery 
county where it has been tried prov es its 
success. 
Common sense teaches that 
there should be systimatic work done in 
the schools,and this is what is prov ied for 
ia the guide. 
We are glad to see the interest m ani­ 
fested in this by the teachers, and to know 
that the coming school year will find most 
of the work of our schools done after the 
system adv ised. 
Mr. Talbot .spoke of the defects and 
said that those concerned were making 
careful notes of all real objections to the 
end that the guide may be much iin 
prov ed. 
Dekaib is organizing for reading circle 
work, upon which Mr. Talbot spoke for 
a few minutes. 
He then drew a word picture of home 
life and of school life.
